I highly  recommend  membership  in  The  Numismatic  Circle  to  you,  if  you 
enjoy  trading.  You  get  almost  full  catalogue  value  for  your  duplicates 
and  sometimes  more  and  can  then  select  duplicates  other  members  have 
sent  in  from  the  monthly  mimeographed  lists  that  are  sent  to  each 
member. 

The  trading  pool  of  the  ’’Circle"  works  very  simply.  You  send  your 
duplicate  coins,  banknotes  or  medals  to  Mr.  Frederick  C.  Stone,  62 
Alexandria  Road,  London  SW  19  7LB,  England,  the  founder  and  principal 
member  of  the  "Circle".  Mr.  Stone  sends  you  an  invoice  listing  the 
material  you  sent  and  the  value  at  which  it  will  be  listed  in  the  next 
listing  sent  to  members.  This  is  your  trading  credit  and  you  may  use 
this  credit  to  purchase  items  from  the  monthly  lists.  If  you  do  not 
have  enough  credit,  you  pay  for  items.  Right  now  most  of  the  material 
is  bank  notes,  but  there  are  some  coins.  A number  of  leading  bank 
note  collectors  belong  to  the  group  and  so  there  is  usually  good 
material  available. 

The  "Circle"  is  ideal  for  the  beginner  as  well  as  the  advanced  collec- 
tor. It  permits  you  to  dispose  of  your  duplicates  at  near  catalogue 
price  and  to  get  items  you  need. 

The  "Circle"  is  in  need  of  your  duplicate  crowns,  as  crowns  are  much 
in  demand. 

The  criteria  for  membership  is  to  be  a good  trader,  buyer  or  seller. 
Each  member  is  put  on  a probationary  one  year’s  membership.  Actually, 
many  of  us  old  time  collectors  have  made  a bit  of  money  on  our  collec- 
tions and  I think  it  would  be  nice  to  share  some  of  our  duplicates 
with  others.  So  perhaps  you  could  donate  some  of  your  extra  crown 
size  coins  or  bank  notes  to  the  "Circle".  It  is  well  deserving  of  all 
the  aid  it  can  get.  With  today’s  high  prices  for  coins  and  bank  notes, 
many  of  us  have  forgotten  the  pleasures  of  trading  and  some  of  us  have 
never  known  them.  Here  is  a chance  to  get  at  one  of  the  fun  aspects 
of  the  hobby,  which  is  trading  and  to  be  sure  you  are  receiving  just 
compensation  for  what  you  are  sending. 

Mr.  Stone  is  a member  of  the  four  major  banknote  societies  in  the 
world.  He  is  the  principal  member  and  the  hard  working  manager,  who  is 
devoted  to  the  idea  that  trading  is  an  excellent  way  for  collectors  to 
get  items  they  need  inexpensively  and  dispose  of  the  duplicates  at  a 
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fair  price.  The  ’Circle"  exists  solely  for  trading.  It  was  founded 
in  1969.  All  printed  material  is  sent  air  mail.  Mr.  Stone  answers 
each  letter  with  a friendly  lengthy  typewritten  letter  of  his  own. 

Each  member  receives  a great  deal  of  printed  data  for  his  small  member- 
ship fee,  besides  the  monthly  mimeographed  list  of  coins,  bank  notes 
and  tokens  and  medals,  which  are  available.  Each  member  receives  a 
large  printed  membership  card  the  Quarterly  News  Letter,  a copy  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Numismatic  Circle fs  International  Trading 
Pool,  bound  with  an  attractive  printed  cover  and  the  members’  handbook. 
All  of  this  for  the  yearly  dues  of  1.00  pound  for  British  Collectors. 
2.00  for  European  collectors  and  2.50  pounds  for  collectors  in  other 
countries.  Most  of  this  money  goes  for  postage  and  paper.  Even  deal- 
ers are  welcome  to  join  at  1.50  pounds  for  British  dealers,  3*00  for 
European  dealers  and  3*75  pounds  for  dealers  in  the  rest  of  the  world. 

I am  sure  dealers  could  help  out  collectors  by  sending  in  some  material 
which  they  have  in  overstock.  Dues  for  the  half  year  is  half  of  the 
above  mentioned  fee. 

Mr.  Stone  is  very  prompt  in  answering  all  letters  and  In  invoicing  and 
giving  credit  for  numismatic  material  he  receives  from  members  to  be 
put  in  the  trading  pool.  Mr.  Stone  needs  all  the  encouragement  he  can 
get  so  I hope  many  of  you  will  join  the  "Circle"  and  become  active 
traders.  The  "Circle"  is  the  efficiently  run  numismatic  society  I 
have  so  far  encountered  and  highly  recommend  it  to  all  numismatists. 

It  deserves  all  the  support  it  can  get.

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IN  TEE'  .WIRING  FIELD

When  the  Brotherhood  of  Railway  Telegraphers  met  at  their  National 
Convention  in  Savannah,  Ga.  in  1922,  it  was  decided  that  St.  Louis 
would  be  a good  location  for  their  bank.  Eight  union-owned  banks  had 
already  been  successfully  organized,  seven  located  East  of  the  Miss- 
issippi and  one.  West  of  it. 

The  building  chosen  for  the  bank  was  ideally  located  on  the  Southeast 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Pine.  This  two  story  granite  structure  had 
been  erected  in  1914  at  a cost  of  $495,000.00  by  the  German  Savings 
Institute,  which  had  been  in  operation  since  1853*  With  national  sen- 
timent running  high  against  Germany  on  account  of  the  war,  the  title 
was  changed  to  the  Liberty  Bank  in  1918.  On  December  31,  1920,  the 
Liberty  Bank  took  over  the  Central  National  Bank  #8455,  creating  the 
Liberty  Central  Trust  Company  and  moving  into  new  quarters  on  the 
Southwrest  corner  of  Broadway  and  Olive.  The  building  was  then  tempor- 
arily occupied  by  the  Federal  Land  Bank  until  a permanent  location 
could  be  found. 


The  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers  purchased  the  building  in  1922  for 
the  sum  of  $250,000.00  and  the  bank  opened  for  business  on  June  10, 
1923  under  the  title  of  Telegraphers  National  Bank  #12389.  The  bank 
was  capitalized  for  $600,000.00.  The  date  of  June  10,  was  chosen  as 
this  was  the  37th.  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Union  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa  in  1886.  The  opening  day  ceremonies  were  attended  by 
Governor  Hyde,  Mayor  Kiel  and  several  thousand  prospective  customers, 
the  first  day's  deposits  exceeded  one  and  a half  million  dollars  and 
by  the  end  of  1924, they  had  grown  to  over  four  million- dollars . Sav- 
ings accounts  paid  a rate  of  3%  besides  the  unique  feature  of  the  bank 
sharing  the  profits  with  the  depositors,  not  to  exceed  10%.  Fity-one 
percent  of  the  stock  was  retained  by  the  Union,  with  the  remaining 
forty-nine  percent  being  sold  to  the  public.  An  unusual  feature  of 
this  bank  was  that  all  the  employees  belonged  to  the  United  Bank 
Worker's  Union.  This  was  the  only  bank  that  they  were  able  to 
organize  and  it  folded  when  the  bank  closed. 

E.J.  Manion,  the  President  of  the  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers  was 
elected  president  of  the  bank,  in  which  capacity  he  served  until  his 
retirement  on  May  30,  1939,  when  V.O.  Gardner  assumed  both  presidency 
of  the  bank  and  the  Union. 

Even  though  the  bank  did  a flourishing  business  the  building  was  too 
large  for  its  operations  and  half  of  the  windows  remained  closed  or 
unused.  The  building  was  rather  unique  in  appearance  with  its  circu- 
lar front  steps  and  its  white  marble  interior,  with  windows  extending 
almost  the  entire  height  of  the  building.  This  bank  issued  over 
$2,700,000.00  worth  of  both  large  and  small  size  notes  in  $5.00, 

$10.00  and  $20.00  denominations. 


The  Telegraphers  National  Bank  was  absorbed  by  the  United  Bank  on 
August  31,  1942,  which  in  turn  was  absorbed  by  the  First  National  Bank 
#170  on  December  30,1955*  The  building  served  to  house  the  install- 
ment Loan  Department  of  the  First  National  Bank  until  it  was  torn 
down  to  make  way  for  a parking  lot  in  1957.

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m.  THOMAS  HENDRICKS 

Fy  Art.  Knowlton.,  PMCF!  #C187 

Some  time  ago,  I received  a letter  from  a fellow  "Rag  Picker"  in 
California,  Mr.  Harry  Boisen.  Harry  and  I have  never  met,  but  have  ex- 
changed correspondence  a number  of  times.  In  one  of  his  letters  he 
mentioned  Mr.  Thomas  Hendricks  as  having  been  born  in  Ohio,  and  the 
only  Vice  President  so  honored  by  having  his  picture  placed  upon  a 
piece  of  United  States  currency.  This  I did  not  know,  but  followed 
Harry’s  suggestion  of  doing  a little  research  on  Mr.  Hendricks.  In 
three  different  publications,  I have  been  able  to  put  together  the 
following  information  regarding  Mr.  Hendricks.  As  poorly  qualified  as 
I am  as  a writer,  I am  happy  to  share  my  findings  with  my  "Rag  Picken" 
friends,  so  "Here  Tiz". 

Mr.  Hendrick’s  parents,  William  and  Jane,  together  with  a couple  of 
older  children  moved  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio  and  settled  near  Zanes- 
ville, Ohio  shortly  before  Thomas  was  born  on  September  9,  1819 . For 
somd  unknown  reason  they  did  not  remain  in  Ohio  long.  The  following 
year,  1820,  they  moved  again  further  West.  This  time  in  or  near  Madi- 
son, Indiana.  Two  years  later  they  moved  again,  this  time  to  Shelby 
County,  Indiana.  This  move  proved  to  be  a wise  one  for  the  Hendricks 
family,  as  Tom’s  father  prospered  and  became  fairly  well-to-do.  The 
Hendricks  family  were  devout  Presbyterians  and  raised  their  children 
accordingly . 

In  the  early  days  of  Tom’s  life,  he  was  a very  determined  child.  Dur- 
ing his  early  years  in  school  this  trait  grew.  He  did  stick  to  truth 
and  honesty,  but  was  always  willing  to  debate  or  argue  most  any  subject 
that  came  up.  He  was  a fast  learner  and  his  burning  desire  for  the 
truth  and  more  knowledge  proved  to  be  an  asset  to  him  during  his  entire 
life. 

After  finishing  school  at  the  local  level,  he  attended  Greensburg 
Academy  and  from  there  to  Hanover  College.  He  graduated  from  Hanover 
in  l84l  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  Two  years  later  he  enrolled  at 
Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  as  a law  student  where  his  father’s  bro- 
ther Tom  was  an  instructor.  After  two  years  at  Chambersburg,  he 
passed  the  exam  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Shelbyville,  Indiana. 

The  same  year,  1845,  he  married  Miss  Eliza  Morgan.  One  son  was  born 
to  them,  but  died  at  the  age  of  three.  By  this  time  it  was  1848  and 
Tom  was  twenty-nine  years  old  with  an  eye  on  politics.  I assume  he 
had  been  brought  up  as  a Democrat,  as  he  ran  for,  and  was  elected,  as 
a member  of  the  lower  house  of  the  Indiana  Assembly  by  the  Democratic 
Party.  Shortly  after  taking  his  seat  in  the  assembly,  he  was  appoint- 
ed Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Banking  and  he  served  his  term  in  that 
capacity . 

Indiana’s  State  Constitution  seemingly  needed  some  revising,  so  a con- 
vention was  held  to  redraft  and  bring  it  up  to  better  standards.  He 
was  chosen  to  be  a delegate  and  due  to  his  ability  as  an  orator  and 
leadership  qualities,  he  was  quite  effective  in  this  assignment.  By 
1851  Tom  was  looking  forward  to  higher  goals  and  was  a candidate  for 
the  House  of  Representatives.  Being  successful  the  first  time,  he  was 
also  a candidate  for  a second  term.  This  time  he  was  defeated.  In 
1358  President  Pierce  appointed  him  Commissioner  of  the  United  States 
General  Land  Office.  He  held  this  position  until  after  President 
Buchanan  took  office.  He  and  President  Buchanan  seemingly  could  not 
agree  on  many  issues  and  this  created  quite  a dislike  for  each  other ,

which  eventually  brought  on  his  resignation  from  this  office. 

It’s,  now  i860  and  Tom  began  to  wonder  how  he  would  fit  in  the  Governor’; 
chair.  He  ran,  but  was  defeated.  Indiana  had  traditionally  been  a 
Republican  State  and  this  plus  Lincoln's  election  was  blamed  for  his 
not  being  elected.  Again  in  18633  he  was  a candidate  for  the  Senate, 
he  was  elected  by  a small  majority , 1148  votes. 

At  certain  intervals  his  life  seems  to  be  unaccounted  for*  but  it  must 
have  beeen  in  politics  in  one  form  or  another.  During  the  early  part 
of  the  Civil  War  and  Lincoln’s  term  appears  to  be  one  of  the  times  of 
his  inactivity  in  politics,  but  I doubt  if  he  was  asleep.  After  Presi- 
dent Lincoln's  assassination  and  President  Johnson  had  taken  office  wit.' 
the  reconstruction  program  and  no  doubt  doing  everything  possible  to 
piece  things  together  and  with  the  talk  of  impeachment  being  brought 
against  President  Johnson,  Hendricks  was  again  being  heard  from.  He 
took  the  stand  that  the  states  had  never  been  separated  and  that  Presi- 
dent Johnson  should  be  backed  and  not  condemned.  Although  he  did  not 
approve  of  the  13th.  Amendment  as  it  was  written,  saying  the  change 
should  be  more  gradual  through  tolerance  and  education  of  the  slaves  as 
they  were  given  their  freedom.  Once  again  his  oratorical  ability  and 
leadership  quality  was  successful  in  convincing  many  of  his  Party  that 
the  charges  against  -President  Johnson  were  unjust. 

Mr.  William  Evers,  who  was  one  of  President  Johnson's  close  confidents 
complimented  Tom  for  his  support,  although  their  political  affiliations 
were  opposite,  the  barrier  was  broken  and  they  were  the  best  of  friends 
and  remained  so  the  rest  of  his  life. 

1868,  another  Presidential  year.  Hendricks  was  once  again  the  hopeful 
of  the  Democratic  Party  for  President,  but  lost  the  nomination.  How- 
ever he  still  possessed  a lot  of  his  youthful  determination  and  his 
eyes  were  once  again  turned  to  the  Governor's  chair.  He  won  the  nomin- 
ation, but  lost  the  election.  This  time  by  less  than  a thousand  votes. 
In  1872  came  and  he  tried  for  that  Governor’s  seat  once  again.  At 
Last.’  He  Won.’  Becoming  the  first  Democratic  Governor  elected  in  the 
North  after  the  Civil  War.  During  his  term  as  Governor  his  popularity 
seemingly  became  greater  and  by  the  next  Presidential  year  his  follow- 
ers were  more  determined  than  ever.  This  time  they  were  going  to  send 
him  to  the  White  House  for  sure.  Poor  Tom!  He  and  Lady  Luck  just 
couldn't  get  on  speaking  terms.  However,  he  was  not  completelv  Dassed 
up  this  time.  He  was  chosen  for  the  Vice  Presidency  as  Grover  Cleve- 
land’s running  mate.  He  accepted  the  offer  and  by  combining  forces  the, 
were  a winning  team  in  the  final  election. 

By  now  Tom  was  sixty-five  years  old  and  had  suffered  a paralytic 
stroke  in  1880  followed  by  a slow  recovery.  This  had  taken  a lot  from 
him  and  he  was  not  in  the  best  of  health.  Nevertheless,  he  tried  to 
appear  happy  and  pushed  on.  On  November  24,  l8853  a reception  was 
being  given  in  his  honor.  He  went,  but  complained  of  not  feeling  well 
and  went  home  early . 

He  died  the  next  day,  November  25 3 1885.  We  were  denied  the  chance  to 
see  the  fruits  of  his  life's  labor  ripen. 

Hendricks  is  pictured  on  the  Series  of  1886,  Ten  Dollar  Silver  Certi- 
ficates and  the  two  series  that  followed. 
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Fall  has  arrived  here  on  the  East  coast  and  with  it  a new  block  or  two 
of  notes  are  now  available.  The  1974  E/C  Notes  and  the  F/C  are  out  in 
full.  Along  with  the  E/C’s  the  B.  E.P.  is  still  feathering  the  1969D 
E/*fs.  At  this  point,  I have  only  seen  one  of  the  announced  1974  Star 
Notes  and  that  is  from  the  ”B"  District.  Any  news  of  other  districts 
will  be  appreciated,  as  well  as  samples. 

I find  that  the  elusive  I/*  1969B  is  beginning  to  appear  on  the  scene. 

I have  not  received  any  yet,  but  I understand  that  the  price  has  begun 
to  level  off  and  they  must  be  more  available,  if  this  is  correct. 

While  I am  going  on,  I would  like  to  thank  those  who  nominated  me  and 
those  who  may  have  voted  for  me  for  the  Board  spot.  I hope  that  I may 
continue  to  be  of  help  to  any  and  all  collectors. 

By  the  time  that  you  all  read  this,  there  will  be  many  more  changes  to 
the  COPE  and  Conventional  "Group”  Serial  Ranges,  but  with  that  in  mind, 

I submit  my  annual  review  to  date  of  the  Cope  Blocks  printed  from  the 

1969B  Series  right  on  thru  the  present  1974  Series.  Along  with  this 
information,  I am  also  including  the  latest  production  information  as 
available  to  me  from  the  B.E.P.  This  covers  all  of  the  denominations 
from  the  $1.00  Notes  right  on  thru  the  $100.00  Notes  giving  the  ENDING 
Serial  number  as  delivered  to  the  Federal  Reserve  vault  as  of  September 
197*1*  Please  remember  that  there  may  be  gaps  throught  these  Serial 
Numbers,  but  that  this  is  the  Correct  Ending  Serial  Number  Available 
NOW. 

Because  of  time  consuming  and  long  projects,  I may  not  have  been  able 
to  write  to  as  many  of  my  trademates  as  I would  have  liked  to  have  this 

past  year.  It  is  to  them  and  all  of  the  other  friends  that  I have  made 

throughout  the  years  that  I want  to  wish  them  the  Happiest  of  Seasons 
Greetings  and  a continuing  Healthy  and  Happy  Coming  New  Year.  I know 
that  I will  not  be  able  to  write  to  each  individual,  so  this  seems  to 
be  the  most  logical  way  to  wish  you  all  these  greetings. 

Announcement  was  made  thru  the  News  Media  this  week  that  the  $2.00  NOTE 
may  be  in  circulation  again  as  soon  as  six  months  from  now.  I wonder 
if  this  means  the  Holiday  Season  for  its  release?  I also  wonder  if 
this  means  a $2.00  Note  or  Federal  Reserve  Note?  If  it  means  FRNTs, 
will  they  be  issued  by  District,  and  if  so,  who  will  be  the  first  to 
have  them  available?  I have  had  no  input  from  my  D.C.  sources  to  this 
point,  but  I will  continue  to  inquire  as  to  how  these  notes  will  be 
distributed  and  printed.  It  could  be  that  they  may  all  be  Cope  Notes 
as  the  B.E.P.  is  striving  to  have  more  of  these  type  machines  install- 
ed and  used. 

Happy  Hunting  and  Trading  to  all  and  remember  that  I will  be  happy  to 
trade  current  1974  Series  in  crisp  uncirculated  condition  for  your 
District  notes.
